areas," Hunter said. 

"This would include FHA or 
VA mortgages, loans from the; 
Small Business Administration, 
or loans from any federally-:

Under the expanded pro- 
gram, broader coverage can be 
obtained for all buildings and 
their contents. The linilt of 
insurance for single-family 
homes is now $35,000, and 
$100,000, for other residential 
and nonresidential buildings, at 
the suliflidized rate of 25 cents.

the Congressio^ial Record is a 
disgrace to Congress and should 
be reformed. ' 

The most obvious abuse is the 
insertion in the printed record of 
personal reelection campaign 
material. Robert F. Drinan, D- 
M ass., recently had his entire vot- 
ing record for 1974 printed in the 
Recordf using 22 pages at a cost of 
$278 per page. That's (6,116 of the 
taxpayers' money. 

This is a time-honored congres- 
sional prerogative but it should be 
curbed. 

More important, the Congres- 
sional Record should be purged of 
extraneous matter including 
''speeches" never delivered (one 
by Hale Boggs was printed two 
days after his death in an Alaskan 



plane crash), newspaper editori- 
als and articles, press releases 
and other miscellany. Such items 
now make the Record a confused 
collection. 

The printed record should be an 
actual record of oral proceedings 
in the chamber. All extraneous 
printed or written matter should 
be printed, if worth printing, in a 
jsepar ate appendix. 

Some bunkum and disorder is 
indigenous to democracy, can't be 
helped and may in fact be healthy. 
But the Congressional Record as 
now constituted carries this con- 
fusion principle to a deplorable 
extreme^ 

(Mr. Congressman, please don!t 
reprint this in the Record.) 



Trouble in bunnyland 



Playboy is in trouble. This may 
not seem like big news, but we are 
willing to seek significance any- 
where. 

Hugh Hefner has given himself 
a 25 per cent salary cut. The com- 
pany is losing money. It has 
launched a $6 million annual cost- 
cutting program. Hefner's plush 
black jet is being leased. 

Such things are happening 
throughout the business world. So- 
it is not entirely clear that the 
Playboy case is unique. 

But consider. He&ier's hedon- 
ism has been proclaimed ad 
nauseam as a philosophy of life^ 
By 1972, when its stock sold for 



more than $25 a share, Playboy 
and its philosophy were widely as- 
sumed to be the sumknuin bonum 
of Americana. Hefner had tapped 
the mood and tastes of the eman- 
cipated world. 

Things have not been going so 
well lately. The stock dropped as 
low as $4 a share. A narcotics 
probe struck at the heart of the 
Hefner menage. His executive 
secretary, sentenced in a drug 
case, committed suicide. 

To some people the Hefner 
hedonism began to seem shallow 
and brittle. Maybe Playboy didn't 
say it for America after all. 

Maybe somebody is growing up.

This time, according to 
experts, the shift is from 
professional management se- 
lected by a corporation's board 
of directors to the vast cadre of 
government regulators; 

And the change is costing the 
consumer money. 



FOR EXAMPLE, Environ- 
mental Protection Agency regu- 
lations increased the cost of 
every new passenger car hi 1975 
by approxiniately $320. And by 
fiscal 1976 tiie federal regula- 
tory agencies AviU have a work 
force exceeding 63,000 and 
costing the taxpayers $2.2 
biUion. 

And these costs, like every 
othei^ federal program, repre- 
sent only the "tip of the 
iceberg." The major cost will be 
shown later in the growhig force 
of federal inspectors and 
regulators. i 

. But the environmentalists hi 
EPA are hot the whole story by 
any means, although there is no 
doubt that they are striving 
mightily to create a bureau- 
cratic enipire. ..
